Economy. 

It is bottor, says a pbllosophor, to 
meet danger than to wait for it. Tho 
mariner on a loo Hlioro, loroaeoing a 
tompost, stands out to sea to avoid 
Bhipwrcck. Tho apothegm is oppo- 
cially applicable to mattord of political 
oconomy. Tho statosman or legislator 
who forosoos and moots an ovil half 
way may succoed in subduing it. 
Govornments, like individuals, not un" 
frequently overran tho constable by 
entering into speculations that are not 
followed by tho expected gain, and by 
living beyond their actual income. 
Xho GovernmoDt of tbid Colony has 
indalged in botb with the common re- 
Bult, — empty coffers, large debts, and 
no credit. On the one band, it com- 
plains of Qnancial embarrassment; on 
the other, ihe people from Victoria 
to Cariboo, with just cause, complain ol 
ezoessivo taxation. The popular voice 
18 more potent and can find moro vent 
now than in the despotic days of 
Claudius Coiaar, when to moot tho ox- 
igeucies of an ambitious and extrava- 
gant governmc>nt, " a decree wont out 
that all tho world should bo taxed 
and whilst it is plain to tho most 
superficial observer I hat additional 
tuxes cannot bo borno by tho people oi 
this Colony, nor oven the presont ones 
tolerated, it is equally clear that the 
only courso open to tho Goverumout 
is to ezamino closely into the beet and 
wisest manner in which its expenses 
can bd diminished. That they can bo, 
indeed most be, for necessity knows 
no law, is too palpable to need argu. 
ment. Eetrenobment in the civil ser- 
vice of the Government is a laudable 
beginning, but the p'-nning must not 
end there ) andii tho greatest possible 
saving be not observed in every branch 
of departmental oxponditure, the coun- 
try cannot possibly tide through its 
present difficulties, and will sink into 
ubaoluto and irretrievable bankruptcy, 
tho shame of its fow pauperized in- 
habit;, nts, tho despised of its neigh- 
bors. With tho Now Year a now leaf 
must be turned over, and a system 
of tho strictest economy tako tho 
place of past extravagance. Tho 
Colony has been indulging in a little 
speculation in steamboating ; the spec* 
ulation has been a failure, excepting to 
the owners of the boats. Some forty 
or fiit}' thousand dollars have, during 
the past year, been thus squandered — 
thrown away ! If wo mistake not, 
much of this largo sum still remains 
to bo paid by Vancouver Island, and if 
tho amount due by British Columbia 
has beon mot it can only liave been 
by increasing her debt to the bank of 
the samo name, with interest at 
the rate of one per cent per 
month. True it is that tho people 
of this Island cannot complain of tho 
subsidy paid to tho ma:l steamers 
during the past year, inasmuch as they 
earnestly desired it, believing at the 
time that Big Bond would attract a 
large number of miners who would be 
indacod to ccmo through British terri- 
tory rather than go via Portland. 
With this object in view, it was stipu- 
lated that the rate of passage money 
should be much less than that usually 
charged. It was this very diminution 
of tho liito of passage that occasioned 
tho giuiiting of so large a subsidy — 
indeed of any Hubnidy ut all. The 
whole solicino lias uiiiorluriatul^' long 
since proved lo bo an entire fuil~ 
uro, and a great h ss to tho people 
at lar;!;o. Tho Colony cannot af- 
ford to play tho name rash gumo 
a hocond time, and thorcloro whoa 
tho ])rosont ongagcrnont (if any 
there boj uxjiiro.s, no further subsidy 
must bo given. Hay, it would bo 
more honorable at once todeclaro that 
we are pennilosa; let tho unprofitable 
thing drop I pay as heretofore, a lew 
dollars for tho mail, and allow the 
steamboat owners to charge what they 
please for passengers and freight. 
Here then is an item of no small mag 
nitade, which need not encumber tho 
estimates of the present year. Wo 
have no fear of tho result interfering 
with immigration for some tiiiio to 
oomo, and it would require a protty 
largo iinmigralion and a vast amount 
of public; eoiivenionco to rofiiiy thirty 
thousand dollars jicr annum. 'J'he 
peo])le have to provide fur tho entire 
expense of the (iovornmeiit, and belbro 
thoy can pay it they must earn it. 
Tho day has iled, we hope for <jver, 
when taxes wore paid out of capital 
instead ol profits; and what is now 
most wanted is to enable the people 
to make money boioro attempting to 
take it from them; blood cannot bo 
squoossed out of a turnip. Wo, thoros 
foro, call upon tho Government not 
to subsidize boats ugainj and oven co 
withdraw from the present engagc- 
if possible. It is rulnouB to 



fiddle-faddle any longer, and to go on 
running into debt when there is every 
prosp'oot that tho Colony will 
como to a dead-lock before the close 
of the year. Lot us have no moro 
loans to patch up deficiencies, but meet 
the emergency with a bold hand ; drop 
carriages and kid gloves, and reduce 
the expense ot Government so aa to 
bring it within the income of the 
Colony. It is no matter of choice bnt 
of stern necessity. Tho entire I'ovenue, 
whatever it may be, must not bo swab 
lowed up by u host of officials ; some- 
thing will bo required for permanent 
improvement, although tho pooplo 
have no right to expect much, Thoy 
havo cast their bread upon the waters, 
will thoy find it after many days?

In I lolland, erinany, 
and other Continei.tal countries, the pruc- 
lice is inaiiilaiiied by all elas.Si s ; anil it 
to the early Dutch, who settled in Xew 
York city (then known as New Amsterdam), 
that we are indebted for its iatroductiou upon 
this continent. After Kew Amsterdam fell 
into the hands of tbe English, the Datch 
residents continued lo make calls on each 
other, and the usage was gradually 
adopted by the Anglo-Su.xon settlers, until 
to-day it is observed by the Americans as a 
national custom. In the Eastern provinces, 
and in Canada, calling on New Year'e day, 
has of late ye.irs grown to be universal, and 
and we are glad lo ;.ee lhat the ngreeahlo cus* 
torn counts its observers among a very 
largo proportion of our population. The 
Chinese are io the habit of exchanging calls 
at the commencement ol l/uir Now Y'c.r, 
which oocars in tbe latter part of January ; 
tbe calling is kept up for nine dsiys, and 
each visitor is regaled with wines, preserved 
fruits and mixed candies, all of CblDCse 
manufaolnrc.

Capt. Arkwrigbt took 
bis doparturo with two guiiios uml a porter,

He looked up and 
to his horror eaw an avnlancho rnsliinj; down 
with fearlul rapidity. He iu^tuai ly Bliuuled 
out to Ihoeo who wjrc below hiin, " Save 
yonraelves ! totheri^bt! to the right 1" lie 
threw bira.'elf in that direction, advanced o 
few steps, btru'ck bis slafi iolo ihi; snow and 
clung to it with all hi? nii^h'., and his com- 
panion Nicholas did the same. They both 
throw themselves flit on their laces and 
buried their heads in the niow. 'I'liey had 
hardly duue bo when a tremuiuious cra^tli lol- 
lowed, and the immense niass Ibaodered 
along' qaite close to them— so close that they 
were all over splashod with the frai^monis o' 
the ice. In a lew minutes, when tlic avulaiiche 
had passed, lliey rai.<i.'d themselves up and 
looked about tor their unforUinate com 
panions.

Ooattet and Nicholas descended in all 
haste in the earije diiectiou aii l searched 
everywhero in tho hope of heurini; a cry or 
moan to indicuto that some had survived the 
oatuslropho. 'I'hey at last perceived an arm. 
At great risk to themselves they reached ihe 
spot and dragged out from between thu blocks 
a dead body, ibeskall crushed and the breast 
laid open. They laid It on t!:e snnw and re< 
Bumed their search but found nolliii;;^ mure. 
They resolved to ili'-;i'end and iiniiuunee to 
ths sister and the other lurilii'i tliit there 
was no hope I'cyond thr faint one (,t liiidinj; 
the following d.iy llie tune oiLtr i> ulies liurieil 
in tbo ice. They reached the (Jraud Mulcts, 
where MVs Arkwrigbl bad«been leli, and in- 
formed her that it was useles.i to wait any 
longer, and tliat >hii hersell must, without a 
moment's delay, ikseeud v.'iih tlieiii. The 
writer of a letter from i. Ii.nnouiii says : 

' Imayino llie scene that louli place — the 
lamentations uf tlie inolii.,'rs, uf tlie three 
widows, and of the nine orpliatis. 'I'hc pen 
is powerless to dotcribo it. .Mrs Atkwriylit 
bewailinj^ her son ; her two .hiiii^htere; weep- 
ing for their brotlier ; but c.ihn and liriu, 
and rolyiu;; on the will of God, who tries 
them so cruelly. They aio still hopini;, un- 
fortunately, against hope, for the recovery of 
the bodies of the victim'.' 

On Sunday lunrniiit; fifteen nun, selected 
from amoii;,' tlie nim-t inlrcpiJ ol' I'm popU' 
lation, left on tho soaieh. They |iropo:ed to 
pass ilio ui;;lit on the (Jramli. .Muli-t<, in order 
to begin early ilie iollowing tnoniiiig i karing 
away ihc avulanche ; uud many oiliera have 
oQered themeclves to act on ihc lollowing 
day, if necessary. Fortuiiately, the wtather 
was fine and favorahln lo llieir perilous norl;. 
An American lainily, who did not wi^li to 
havo their names rnentiuned, gave the .NUyor 
250 frunca for Ihe thrtu widows.
